impasse between the city of Sierra Madre and the 
Sierra Madre Police Association. 

The City Council negotiated with the association 
concerning salaries. The association requested 5 per¬ 
cent with a counter of 3 percent. Ihe city offered 0 
percent. 

The city also eliminated the agent position and 
seeks to offer an “officer” status to existing agents. 

No representatives of the association were present 
for Tuesday evening’s meeting even though a public 
hearing was set for that night. 

The council is also looking at the following per¬ 
sonnel reductions: restructure of executive secretary 
in administration; new director and restructure of 
contract agreement; reduction of agent to officers 
with 5 percent assignment duties in police department; 
reduction to one inspector in the fire department by 
attrition; removal of vacant custodian position and 
restructure engineering aide in public works; inter¬ 
fund contract for service and reduce one position in 
the sewer department; reduce an office assistant in 
the recreation office; and consolidate staff, place a 
freeze on classification in the library. 

The attorney for the police association believes 


that the “proposed elimination of the agent position 
and the subsequent demotion of two employees is 
violative of the agreement reached on April 23, 1991. 
Also, it is violative of the due process rights of the 
employees in question.” 

City Attorney Charles Martin said, “No exchange 
of ideas or agreement of the MOU (Memorandum 
of Understanding) (has been) proposed.” 

The council approved the MOU without a pay 
raise and established the Y rating position, eliminating 
the position of police agent. 

Mayor Adams also discussed settlement of litiga¬ 
tion concerning the city’s use of the landfill in Mon¬ 
terey Park in the ’40s and ’50s. 

The city has agreed to pay $337,990 in three in¬ 
stallments, $88,575 probably in early December, 
$124,667 by Mar. 31, 1993, and $124,667, which is 
due Mar. 31, 1994. 

“In addition, there were legal fees of $190,454... 
and we had to agree to pay the EPA $72,180.50. It 
amounts to one governmental agency extorting money 
from another agency,” Adams declared. 

The council adjourned to Tuesday, Nov. 17, 6 
p.m., to discuss “finances and economic matters.” 


the city “to protect the right of everyone in Sierra 
Madre to communicate their need for work,” accord¬ 
ing to the ACLU. 

The Mexican American Legal Defense and Ed¬ 
ucational Fund said, “It is obscene that this City 
Council would criminalize the very act of asking for a 
job during these economically depressed times.

Despite somewhat irate public comment, the Sier¬ 
ra Madre City Council adopted Ed Cline’s suggestion 
for few traffic changes for the corners of Grandview 
and Auburn and Carter Ave. and Auburn Ave. Sev¬ 
eral residents had held out for four-way stops at those 
corners. 

Manual traffic counts at Grandview and Auburn 
indicated that there were only a total of 57 autos travel¬ 
ing both directions on Sept. 29 with 74 at a peak morn¬ 
ing hour and 69 at a peak of afternoon traffic, north¬ 
bound and .southbound. Those are hourly numbers. 

Eastbound and westbound, those numbers rise 
to 255 hourly with 384 in the morning peak hours and 
282 in the afternoon peaks. Average traveling speed 
was 31 mph with the pace at between 26/35, 28/37, 
and 28/37 on Auburn. 

“The traffic count data indicates that none of 
the recognized volume criteria for four-way stop con¬ 
trols is satisfied at the intersection,” Cline’s report 
reads...The adult crossing guard provides an appropri¬ 
ate level of protection for the school age pedestrians 
using the intersection. 

He suggested that additional stop controls are 
not recommended. “Red curb markings” should be 
placed on the north side of Grandview for 60 feet east 
of Auburn. School symbols should appear in both di-

For the first time in many years (no 
one knows how many) conservative Sierra 
Madre voted for the Democrat candidate 
for President, according to Marcia Ventura, 
public relations person at the County Re¬ 
corder’s office. 

For President/VP, the Bush-Quayle 
team had 2012 votes. Perot-Stockdale came 
in third at 1148, and Clinton-Gore had 2170 
votes. 

For U.S. Senate, Barbara Boxer lost 
with 2242 votes and Bruce Herschensohn 
had 2686 votes. 

In the U.S. Senate short term vote, 
Diane Feinstein won with 2577 votes 
while John Seymour lost with 2342 votes. 

David Dreier, incumbent for 28th Cong. 
Dist., beat Al Wachtel with 2601 to 2195. 

Incumbent Frank Hill beat challenger 
Sandy Hester in the 29th State Senate, 
2724 to 2382. 

Richard Mountjoy beat challenger 
Louise Gelber in the 59th Assembly, 2755 
to 2488. 

Although Dist. Attorney Ira Reiner had 
dropped out of the race before the elec¬ 
tion, he received 799 votes in Sierra Madre 
as opposed to Gil Garcetti who won with 
4235 votes. 

County Measure A (Park, open space) 
won 3198 to 1920. Measure B (County ex¬ 
ecutive) lost 2060 to 2890. Measure C (Larg¬ 
er Board of Supervisors) lost 1759 to 3270. 

In State Measures, 155 won, 2761 to 
2474. No. 156 won. 2774 to 2309. State 
Measure 157 lost, 1252 to 3845. Number 
158 lost 2233 to 2744 and No. 159 lost 2258 
to 2663. Number 160 lost 2430 to 2717. 
Measure 161 lost, 2123 to 3146. State Mea¬ 
sure 162 lost 2351 to 2662 and No. 163 won, 
3118 to 2156. State Measure 164 also won,

Ted’s Place was a rare combination of good 
food, low prices and a peculiarly wild and wooly 
type of what could be loosely termed ambience. 
But something was lacking. I was lonely. In¬ 
credibly, although I was in my 22nd year, 1 had 
never had a girlfriend. In retrospect, 1 feel this 
state of affairs was because I had had an early 
introduction to long hours and hard work. Com¬ 
bined with a lot of home study to improve my¬ 
self, there was little time for romance. But this 
situation was due to change in a most unusual 
way. 

On a cold winter afternoon a young man 
from the local newspaper office visited me and 
asked if I would like to go on a hayrack party 
the following Saturday night, the real party to 
take place at a farmhouse not far out of town. 

I jumped at the chance, not knowing that 1 was 
being asked because another young man had can¬ 
celled out. I would have accepted anyway. It 
was the first invitation since 1 had moved to 
Blackfoot. 


As instructed, Saturday night found me on 
the railroad depot platform. Anyone who has 
stood outside on a midwinter night in Idaho will 
agree that the weather can be brisk, to say the 
least. 1 had not long to wait. The hayrack ar¬ 
rived, driven by an estimable young man, George 
Thompson, with his wife, Marie, beside him. 
There were perhaps seven young people in the 
hayrack, all wrapped to the ears in heavy blankets. 

I found a place to sit, and unknown to me, 
a major turning point in my life had started to 
unfold. 1 was sitting next to a young lady, and 
even though I could not see her face in the dark, 

I knew something had happened. The driver 
cracked his whip and we were on our way. It. 
was not far to our destination, so in a short time 
we drew up in front of an old-fashioned farm¬ 
house, the horses’ breath steaming in the cold 
moonlight. We piled out and went into the house, 
where all was aglow, radiating warmth and friend¬ 
ship. 

In the living room 1 had my first look at the 
girl who had been at my side. She was a beau¬ 
tiful, brown-eyed brunette, whose name I soon 
learned, was Pluina Felkey, a cousin of another 
girl at the party who was an employee in the 
same office where 1 worked. 

The party was soon under way, with games 
innocent by today’s standards. Perhaps it was 
dull, but there vvere no smokers, no drugs, no 
alcohol or off-color stories. It was wonderful. 
Close to midnight we had a few turns dancing 
the Virginia Reel, which I gracefully performed 
with two left feet. To this day, dancing is a mystery 
to me. My feet simply cannot read music. 

Then came the highlight of the evening.

While playing in a park surrounded by a 
split rail fence, great-grandma, ever watchful 
for an opportunity, asked, “One of our presi¬ 
dents, when a young man, split rails with an axe.

RED DRAGON 
Thomas Harris 


Wait...give me a second...! need to catch 
my breath after whipping throu^ Thomas Har¬ 
ris’ crime thriller, “Red Dragon.” Harris sets a 
killer pace in a classic race-against-time story. 
The FBI is hard-pressed by a panicked citizenry 
to find a mass murderer who, much like a were¬ 
wolf, commits his gruesome killings with the ad¬ 
vent of the full moon. A former FBI agent with 
an uncanny knack for breaking cases that stymie 
others is reluctantly brought on the case. He has 
some very dark, sinister psychological skeletons 


in his closet that threaten to pop out at any 
moment. He consults with a sociopath for an¬ 
swers. He’s also hounded by an obsessed reporter 
who messes up the investigation and meddles 
once too often. Friends become foes, enemies 
become allies, the hunter becomes the hunted. 

Harris’ pacing is remarkable. I found my¬ 
self unable to turn the pages fast enough to keep 
up with what was happening next. He certainly 
is the master of the chapter-ending hook. Dialogue 
is crisp, snappy and believable as it propels the 
story forward while providing key details and 
insights into characters. Harris creates complex 
characters who, at times in the lesser roles, some¬ 
times seem more cliches than real people. How¬ 


ever, his portrayals of everyday people, aka vic¬ 
tims and potential victims, make us keenly aware 
of where our empathy is being guided. The pro- 
laganist is caught in a moral struggle that makes 
us question if he’s going to survive long enough 
to solve the case. But the strongest characters 
are the bad guys. Harris pulls the curtain back 
on the very ugly psyche of a truly evil, twisted 
soul, making us squirm in our comfortable sur¬ 
roundings. And, we also get introduced to Dr. 
Hannibal Lector (Hannibal the Cannibal), a 
character who just had to come back for seconds 
in “The Silence of the Lambs.” Bolt the doors 
and lock your windows before settling down with 
this one.

NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN that the Planning Commission ol the City ol 
Sierra Madre will conduct a public hearing on Thursday, November 19, 1992 
commencing at 7;30 p.m in the City Council Chambers, City Hall, 232 West 
Sierra Madre Boulevard, Sierra Madre, California to consider Tentative Parcel 
Map No 23392, a four (4) lot subdivision of an approximately 11.4 acre parcel 
of hillside property In the City of Sierra Madre for single-family residential use 
generally known as the “Martin Property". The proposed project Is related to 
the May t4.1992, approval of the "Development Agreement By and Among the 
City of Sierra Madre Relative to the Subdivision and Development" of the site. 

The project proposes four (4) parcels accessed by a private easement off of 
Santa Anita Canyon Drive. The proposed lot sizes are: 

Lot 1 s t 00 acre with a minimum lot width of 136 feet 

Lot 2 ~ 1 75 acre with a minimum lot width of 136 feet. 

Lot 3 s 1 00 acre with a minimum lot width of 136 feet. 

Lot 4 s7.66 acre with a minimum lot width of 136 feet. 

The site maintains two defined ridge lines and an intermittent drainage 
course. In accordance with the grading plan, the project proposes to cut 
21,000 cubic yards of material from lot 4 and Santa Anita Avenue, and using 
32,000 cubic yards of earth material as fill (importing 11,000 cubic yards) for 
lots 1. 2. and 3. The main 25 foot high cut slope is proposed for lot 4 on the 
western ridgeiine with fill slopes between lots 1 and 2 and lots 2 and 3 being 10 
and 20 feet, respectively. 

Section 9232, of the Sierra Madre Municipal Code, conditional Use Permit 
states no building or structure shall be constructed or placed, nor shall any 
use. grading of subdivision be commenced, on any H Zoned lot or parcel, 
unless and until a Conditional Use Permit therefor has first been obtained in 
the time and manner provided in this Chapter, including Part P and 0-1. 

Section 9232(b), Necessity for Conditional Use Permit. A CUP is necessary 
for all developments, grading or subdivision proposed for any H Zoned lot or 
parcel because of the extreme topographical features thereof; the necessity 
of regulating the placement of all buildings, structures and uses on each H 
Zoned lot or parcel, so as to preserve the natural terrain and view scapes to the 
maximum extent possible; and to ensure that adequate provision is made to 
prevent injury to person and/or damage to property, as a result of flood, fire, 
geologic, hazardous, drought and/or other similar or related condition, and in 
general to comply with the goals set forth in Section 9224. 

Section 9234, Designation Slope Categories-(O) Slope Category 4. Except as 
expressly otherwise provided in this subsection, 0., no building or structures, 
shall be permitted to be placed or located on any portion of an H Zoned Lot 
which is classified in Slope Category 4. Portions of such Lots classified in 
Slope Category 4. because the severe gradation shall be maintained in a 
natural cor>dition, without alteration of any sort, including, but not limited to, 
grading operations, unless the Owner thereof submits Information and/or 
material with an application for approval of a grading permit, which 
demonstrates that certain grading operations are necessary so as to protect 
surrounding and adjacent portions of the Lot upon which such Stops Category 
4 area Is located, or to protect other adjacent Lois; 1. from slope instability; 
and/or 2. from fire hazards; and/or 3. from seismic damage; and/or 4. fn>m 
flood/Storm water damage. 

Section 9234(H)<3Ka)-Grading Plan ■ Cut and fill operations on any H Zoned 
Lot. In excess of 2,000 cubic yards shall not be permitted unless specifically 
approved by the Planning Commission upon a finding of good cause therefor. 
"Good Cause" is used in this subsection, (a), shall mean such grading as is 
necessary to obtain a reasonable utilization of such Lot; provided that such 
grading operations will not cause a result which Is contrary or cause the crea¬ 
tion of any condition which is likely to cause injury to person or damage to pro¬ 
perty; and 

Section 9234H{3)(h) • Grading Plan • Cut slopes for purposes of establishing 
a pad shall not exceed twenty (20) feel in height. Fill slopes shall not exceed 
eight (8) feet in depth at any point on a lot; and 

Section 9234(4Ka)(1) • Drainage Standards - Debris basins, rip rap, and energy 
dissipating devices shall be constructed and maintained on each H Zoned Lot 
where necessary to reduce erosion when grading is undertaken. Expect for 
necessary flood control purposes as approved by the Planning Commission, 
significant natural drainage courses shall not be altered by grading activity. In 
instances where crossing is required, a natural crossing and bank protection 
shall be preferred over steel and concrete systems. 


Section 9239 - Proximity to Prominent Ridges - No portion of any building or 
structure on any Lot classified in the H Zone shall be located within 100 feet, 
measured horizontally in a topographic map. or 50 feet measures vertically on 
a cross-section, whichever is lesser, from a Prominent Ridge ol Exhibit "A".

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From guide-dog-in-training 
to pet; Ashley’s mission ends

It was one of those good news/bad news things. 
And Lois Jenkins’ emotions ran the gamut from ut¬ 
ter despair to total joy. 

Jenkins, a 13-year Sierra Madre resident who runs 
Jenkins Consulting, took Ashley, her German Shep¬ 
herd guide-dog-puppy-in-training, back to Guide 
Dogs of the Desert, where she got Ashley. Ashley 
turned 6 months old at the beginning of October, 
and was due back at the Palm Desert location to be 
spayed. 

Before their trip, Jenkins noticed that Ashley 
cried a little when she scratched her ear, so Jenkins 
requested X-rays be taken of Ashley’s hip joints for 
evidence of hip dysplasia, a condition that automatically 
disqualifies dogs from guide dog service. 

The day after Ashley was spayed, she was “Full 
of life - running, barking, jumping...like she was at a 
puppy spa,’’ reported Jenkins, who added that this 
was a little unusual for a dog who just had major 
surgery. Jenkins, relieved to hear this, was not pre¬ 
pared for the next statement. X-rays had shown a 
hint of flattening of one of the hip joints, a small 
sign of hip dysplasia. Ashley was out of the program. 

Jenkins was “devastated.” She almost cried be¬ 
cause Ashley wouldn’t be a guide dog. She felt she 
had failed the program herself. All the hard work and 
discipline over the last few months. Gone. All for 
nothing. Her poor Ashley - learning everything asked 
of her without a whimper, so eager to please, so eager 
to try. 

Jenkins was also told that “You get Ashley, and 
if you don’t want her, you may give her to a friend,” 
which lifted her spirits. 

Jenkins admitted she was also “totally over¬ 
whelmed” at the thought of giving up her Ashley in 
another year. A few weeks ago, she couldn’t even

finish reading an article about another person who 
had just turned their guide dog over to their new sight- 
impaired owner. It was too hard for her to even think 
of parting with Ashley. 

Jenkins wrestled with these feelings for a day, 
riding an emotional rollercoaster. She was touched 
by Sierra Madre News’ Rosette Selbak, who told her 
that perhaps it was “God’s plan. It was meant to be. 
You belong to each other.” 

As for Ashley, Jenkins reported that when she 
returned home, she acted like she knew she was there 
for good. A trainer at Guide Dogs of the Desert 
warned Jenkins when she picked up Ashley that al¬ 
though Ashley is well-mannered now, “You must be 
firm. She will test you. She’s a teen now.” 

Jenkins must overcome the temptation to spoil 
Ashley. She’s helping Ashley become adjusted to be¬ 
ing a pet. But Ashley loves the limelight and resents 
sitting in the car with Meika, Jenkins’ poodle. Ashley 
cries every time Jenkins leaves her. 

“Ashiey’s used to going in every place because 
of her guide dog training. She was the queen, a prima 
donna,” said Jenkins. “But she’s no longer in the 
(guide dog) program. She’s in my program now,” 
Jenkins added, with finality. 

Fifty to 60 percent of the dogs get disqualified 
for one reason or another during their two-year train¬ 
ing period and it is “unusual if they make it,” said 
Jenkins. A trainer at Guide Dogs of the Desert pointed 
out “The dogs must be above perfection. Our re¬ 
quirement is 200 percent.” 

Jenkins still keeps in touch with Guide Dogs of 
the Desert and is interested in doing public relations 
work for them. She also would like another chance 
to successfully train another guide-dog-puppy-in¬ 
training, but will wait until Ashley grows up. “1 plan 
to retire Ashley’s green training jacket,” announced 
Jenkins. “Maybe I’ll frame it,” she proudly added.

Question: What should I do if 
my cat stops using his litter box and 
starts urinating in the house? 

Answer: Inappropriate urination is a very common 
problem in cats and may Iiave many reasons. The first 
thing you should do is have your cat checited by your 
veterinarian to make sure he or she doesnot have a blad¬ 
der infection or other underlying' cause. You should also 
make sure the litter boxes are very clean. Cats have 
deflnite preferences of litter box material. Most cats 
prefer sandy litter but you can try a variety. Cats tend not 
to like very coarse or dusty litter. Cats also usually do not 
like hooded litter boxes although they like privacy. Try 
placing several clean, attractive litter boxes in various 
areas, especially where your cat has chosen to urinate. 
Reduce stress in the environment if possible - often cats 
will urinate inappropriately if company is visiting or other 
changes have occurred in the household. If you and your 
veterinarian are unable to break you cat of this habit 
medical therapy is available, but is not a trouble-free solu¬ 
tion.

City Council makes traffic 
changes; some say not enough

Average approach speed is 28.5 and 28.0 with 
numbers through the intersection at 23.9 and 24.5 mph, 
eastbound and westbound at Auburn. 

“The traffic counts indicate that none of the 
recognized volume criteria for four-way stop control 
is satisfied...Overall delay is non-existent at the inter¬ 
section. Rarely are two vehicles approaching from 
competing directions at the same time.” 

Cline’s suggestions were to omit additional stop 
sign control and to place raised reflective pavement 
markers at 6-ft. spacing, joining the offset centerlines 
of Carter Ave. approaching and through the inter¬ 
section of Auburn. 

Cline noted that the center of Carter varies by 
several feet in the middle of Auburn Ave. and sug¬ 
gested that a mid-line in the street be drawn with that 
change. 

The traffic engineer from Wilidan Associates 
suggested placing 40 feet of red curb markings on 
the north side of Carter east and 50 feet on the south 
side of Carter west. He also urged the “side road” 
signs to be placed 250 and 300 feet from the intersec¬ 
tion. 

He continued that he felt rumble strips or speed 
bumps should not be used to slow down traffic; how¬ 
ever, selective law enforcement would be excellent. 
He suggested purchasing radar education trailers that 
show the established speed and the driver’s speed. 

Cline’s study cost the city $5000 after Kev Tchark- 
houtian, director of public works in Sierra Madre, 
had done a study for the city which revealed the 
same conclusion. 

In other news, the council passed the motion for 
downtown tree trimming by Danny Osti Tree Service 
fOT $4920. This will include minor trimming and lift¬ 
ing the pepper trees in Kersting Court.

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The search for the lost recipe 

You’re doing Thanksgiving dinner - the whole 
family is coming - and they all want your special 
sweet potato dish. You’re happy they remem¬ 
bered. The only trouble is you’ve forgotten in 
which cookbook you found that recipe. What 
to do? 

Hurry right down to the Sierra Madre Public 
Library and ask to see the recipe indexes (they 
are in the reference collection). There are four 
of them and chances are your favorite recipe 
will be listed in one of them. “The Garland Recipe 
Index’’ is arranged in alphabetical order by the 
recipe name, ingredients and/or cooking style. 
It gives the ethnic origin of the recipe and a brief 
description to better help you identifv the object 


of your search. 

"The American Regional Cookery Index” 
has over 20,000 entiles referring to 10,(X)0 recipes 
with cross reference to others ways it may be 
listed. It covers two types of cookbooks - gen¬ 
eral and those featuring cuisines of specific re¬ 
gions or states. “The International Cookery 
Index” is published by the same company and 
follows the same general arrangement as the 
“American Regional,” indexing cookbooks in 
three catagories - general, cuisines of specific 
countries or areas and specific food types, ie. 
soups, poultrv. etc. 

1 he compiler of “Recipex” used as her cri¬ 
teria for selecting books: those that would be 
found in most kitchens, those which had been 
best sellers, and those which had been reprinted 
again and again. There are 52 books listed and 
the Sierra Madre Library has most of them. As 
a matter of fact the Sierra Madre Library is big 
on cookbooks with one of the best and largest 
collections in Los Angeles County. So come 
and let us help you find your favorite, but (tem¬ 
porarily) lost recipe.

A story, written by 
Loretta Manill on Mar¬ 
tine, appeared in the Oct. 
18, 1990 edition of the Sier¬ 
ra Madre News, describ¬ 
ing the man and his ex¬ 
perience of receiving a 
heart transplant. 

In 1985 he underwent a 
successful quintuple by¬ 
pass; however, in 1989, 
he became ill and was in 
need of a transplant. 

After seven months of 
waiting for a donated 
heart, the call came. An 
18-year-old youth had 
been hit in the head by a 
rock as it tJew through a 
windshield of an auto in 
which he as a passenger 
was riding. His heart 
was transplanted into 
Martine’s body. 


After his second sur¬ 
gery, he had been dedi¬ 
cated to practicing “do 
unto others as you would 
have them do unto you.” 
He gave special thanks 
to those people who had 
“jump-started me back 
to life,” among them 
Dr. Payne, his surgeon; 
Dr. Fashidi, his cardiolo¬ 
gist; and Irene Coley, the 
coordinator in the trans¬ 
plant department of St. 
Vincent’s Hospital. 

He had worked for years 
with people with addic¬ 
tive personalities. He 
said, “The more 1 give 
the better I am. How 
do you measure success? 
My measure of success is 
in being useful to my fel¬ 
low man. My life doesn’t 


destitute, the homeless, 
the sick and the troubled.

Carefully set in its ori¬ 
ginal 1930s during the 
Depression, it tells the 
story of a young Italian 
who rebels against his 
father’s patience and for¬ 
titude and discovers he 
has a talent for boxing. 

He is equally talented on 
the violin, but chooses, 
not without a struggle, 
the quicker way to fame 
and fortune. 

The actors are especial¬ 
ly well cast. Louie Liberti 
catches the nervous energy 
and brash ambition of 
Joe Bonaparte with real 
authenticity. If he has a 
little trouble with Joe’s 
softer and more sensitive 
side - well, so does Joe. 

He looks and acts the var¬ 
ious moods of the feisty 
fighter with conviction. 
Rocky Beach is appealing 
as his gentle father, Jeffery 
McKeown is slippery as 
his self-serving brother- 
in-law and Sophia Trone 
is his vaguely concerned 
sister.
